In the Claims : 

Claims 16-19 and 26-28 are canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-15 are allowed. Claims 1 and 13 are generic claims for the species. 
Accordingly, all species in the election requirement are rejoined. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Of interest is 
the patent to Kensey et al, US 5,676,689, especially figure 26 which shows an enlarged 
distal tip. However, Kensey does not consider hydrating the collagen and does not 
show anything that could function as a hydration chamber. Further, Kensey does not 
show a hydration chamber having a distal end configured to be connected to the 
proximal end of the introducer sheath and a proximal end configured to be connected to 
a syringe.
